ENGLISH SCIENTIST’S 
DISCOVERY CLAIMS 


South Shields. 
Elcetric rays may soon Jay bare 
the secret workings of ‘the mind. 


Two South Shiclds men, 
G, N. Roberts, radio engincer, and 
Mr. J. Hunter Carr, nceountant, 
claim -to have made an fmportant 
discovery as a result of experi- 
ments ‘on the electrical energy’ as- 
sociated with the working ‘of the 
mind, : ‘ . 


They believe that by applying 
combinations of ultra-violet, infra- 
red, beta and cathode rays, they 
are able to ,tell when a person is 
thinking, and . may eventually be 
able to reveal the working of the 
human mind, 


. The experiments have been ‘based 
on the view that the mind produccs 
electrical _impulaes. 


“TL believe that wo have made a 
really startling dlacovery,” Mr. 
Carr told pressmen, ‘“‘that people 
may hardly believe at first and 
Hrobably_never-dreamof.7-~- 3°, 

“I do not wish to say much about 
it at present. or to make any 
exaggerated claims. .

The colonnade of the anciont 

Roman theatre at Merida and the 

necropolis have been uncovered by 

archeologists’ after intensive ex- 
cavatlon activities. : 


Merida was founded about 26 
B.C, The Intest excavatioris in the 
old capital of Lusitania were under: 
the direction of Professor Antonio 
Floriano. : 


He said the work during recent 
months had been’ centred upon the 
theatre’s colonnade and the necro- 
polis. When the operations start- 
ed, only part of the right wing of 
the colonnade -had been uncovered 
and so far the excavators have 
brought to light the entire right 
wing, the left wing. and the rear 
section, permitting thereby all the 
data necessary for n complete 
restoration some day..” 


.The square ‘Is rectangular ~in 
shape, 71 metres lofig and GO metres 
wide, with a-double portico and}: 
small walls bordering the = smiall 
gardens where the actors used to 
rest. The portico has two rows of 
trranite columns which at one time | 
were covered’ with a thick cape of 
red painted stucou, . 


In the rear scetion. of the colon- 
nades, a Inrge marble . fountain 
was found [n-the centre of the 
square, the latter was paved with 
rose, white and jasper coloured 
marble, Five statues’ of persons 
in togas were discovered, four of 
them in excellent condition and 
examples of fine art. This part of 
the excavation fs believed to have 
been a site dedicated to. the memory 
of literary men and orators. 
Niches for the states were found. 


‘REPLANTING GARDENS 


The perspective of the theatre 
galned .enormously with this find 
and when the plaza is completely 
cleared it will be one of the most 
beautiful places in Merida, especial- 
dy if-the-small gardens_are: replant=, 
ed without, destroying the archeo- 
logical aspect of the scene. 


Merida, with its Roman theatre, 
circus, amphitheatre, museum and 
basilica, now has’ iis necropolis. 
Only preliminary excavations have 
been made so far with the un- 
covering _ of 30 or 40 tombs. A 
quantity of ceramic,.glass and 
bronze burial accessories was dis- 
covered, _ 


Among the tombs was one with 
an double chamber with a 
cophagus closed with large blocks | 
of marble ‘and above It. a false 
tomb. In the latter were found 
objects buried with the decesised, 
including a glass bottle of perfume 
‘and two anointers. at és 


The tombs devoted to incinerat- 
ed remains had small carthen pots 
containing the ashes of the 
deceased, an urn with the remains 
of his last meal, a-small bottle and 
a lamp. :

Success With annuals is assured 
only when the best is purchased,

Following up the Prince of 
Wales's -inuugural speech on the 
Royal Jubilee “Fund for outh— 
“The King George Trust”—Lord- 
Lieutenants and Mayors are busy 
preparing local meetings In support 


of the appeal all over the country. § 


Lord Harewood,, as Lord-Licuten- 
ant of the West Riding of York- 
nhire, held the first meeting at 
Leeds recently, tae 

Tho Lord Mayor of London Is 
taking steps to initiate his cam- 
paign at the Mansion House, The 
Territorial appeals will be supple- 
mented by special appeals to mem- 
bers of the Army and Navy and 
RAF. It is proposed that contri- 
butions should not be carmarked 
Yor particular arenas, but that the 
whole fund should bo at the dis- 
posal of the trustees, who will 
shortly be appointed by: H.R.H. 
the Prince of Wales. It is prob- 
able that tho trustees will not be 
chosen as representing particular 
organisations, but will be selected 
{n a personal capacity. They will 
number at least a dozen. 

POSSIBLE USES 

It is likely that the picliminary 
specch will shortly be supplemented 
by detailed proposals for the use 
of: the fund. Experience shows 


that appeals. with a concrete and | ‘ 


practical quality succeed better 
than when the objects of the ap- 
peal are left vague. It is uncer- 
tain. whether the, trustees will 
spend the capital of the fund or 
whether it will be invested and 
merely the income spent, or a mix- 
ture of both. In deciding’ this 
question the size of the sum raised 
will have to be taken {nto con- 
sideration. 

The appeal for King Edward's 
Hospital Fund on the occasion of 
the Thanksgiving for the King*s 
recovery produced about £216,000, 


of which £100,000 was a -single | 


contribution ‘by - “Audax,” and 
£116,000 came from the general 
public. If the sum raised from the 


public in 1935 is: three times as_| 


much as that raised in 1929, mak- 
ing, say, £360,000, that would only 
produce an income (at 344 per 
cent.) of £12,600 a year. If these 
figures are even’ approximately 
right, it will be necessary to spend 
at lenst part of the capital raised 
to produce a worthy result. 

Cares CAMP SITES? 

One supgestion is the purchase 


and equipment of Camp Sites on 
the const, Which would be available

tions. The stim raised could pur- 
chase some fine sites serving large 
centres of population, and the re- 
mainder of the money raised would 
he invested to pay the necessary 
staff, ‘maintenance, and insurance. 
An appeal for such a practical and 
visible object would be sure to pro- 
duce a fine response. It would also 


fulfil a secondary object in preser- ; 
}ving parts of the: coastline’ from 


the speculative builder. Other 
suggestions are the building and 
equipment of boys’ and girls’ clubs, 


the purchase of playing fields, and 


the provision of youth hostels, 
Jt is also likely that those who 
wish to do 89 may spread their con- 
tribution over seven years, This 
arrangement, when registered with 
the Inland Revenue, enables a tax- 
Payer of super-tax, by contributing 
£100 a year from his Income, to

“One class of money must be es- 
tabHshed in order that the Govern- 
ment .may effectively control 
issuance of money. 

“It ig much casicr,” he anid, 
“for us to regulate money if there 
ia only one Issue than it is with 
two or more, as it is now.” 

Steps already’ have been taken 
to simplify ita money systdm, 
which chan consisted of seven 
kinds of paper money—gold certi- 
ficates, silver certificates, treasury 
notes of 1890, United States notes,

The silver certificntes, backed 
by silver bullion now held in the 
Trensury, -might) be withdrawn 
from circulation ‘and transferred 
to the Federal Reserve banks, as 
was done with the yold  certi- 


ficates, 


Under this plan, reserve banks 
would be sole holders of gold-and 
silver certificates. issued ‘against 
actual gold .and_ silver in’ the 
treasury. A definite ratio of 
silver certificates thus could. be 
edtablighed. r 

This, it was said might be the 
solution of the administration’s 
programme for.a “managed cur- 
rency,” details of which have not 
been srevealed.

The square - is rectangular in 
shnpe, 72 metres long and 60 metres 
wide, with a‘ double portico and 
small walls bordering the + small 
wardens where the actors used tu 
rest. The portien has two rows of 
granite columns which at one time 


were covered with a. thick cape of |i 


red painted stucoo, 


. In the rear section of the colon | 


nades, 2 large marble fountain 
was found in the centre of the’ 
aquare, the Jatter was paved with 
rose, white and jasper coloured 
marble. Five statues of persons 
in togas were discovered, four of 
them in excellent condition and 
examples of fine-art. This part of 
the excavation is believed to have 
been a site dedicated to the memory 
of literary men and orators.
